Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments witli respect to claims 1-35 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under 
section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application 
filed in the United States only if the international application designated the 
United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language. 

3. Claims 1-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Tuttle, 
US Patent No. 6,842,1 21. Tuttle discloses a communication method in an industrial 
automation facility having a central control and infomnation system and a number of 
movable user tenminals having an information display, and where the control and 
information system has access to data bases comprising extensive information of the 
industrial automation facility, the method comprising: 

providing said central control and information system with an identification of a 
user of a first user terminal (col. 8,line 66- col. 9,line 8), 
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determining a present location of said first user terminal (col. 1 .line 65 to col. 
2,line 65); 

selecting a data quantity from the databases depending on at least both the 
identification and the present location; where the selected data quantity forms a reduced 
part of the extensive information about the industrial automated facility, adapted to the 
users specific needs (col. 8,lines 12-65); 

communicating said data quantity from the central control and information system 
to the first user terminal; and presenting the first data quantity for said user on the 
information display of the first user tenninal, whereby the user is provided with most 
relevant facility information at each instant without taking active measures (col. 7,line 58 
to col. 9,line 5)
